Chicago voters partially redeemed them- 
selves yesterday, but notentirely. They reg- 
istered to the number of 145,318 men and 
1,412. women, bringing the total male regis- 
tration up to 407,501, or 2,424 more than four 
years agg. It is possible this increase may 
be wiped off by revision. 

It was the heaviest second day registra- 
tion ever known in Chicago tn a presidential 
‘year, and as such can be bragged about. In 
1900 the figures for the second day were but 
118,821 and.in 1896 only 89,955. In the last 
named year, however, an extra effort was 
made to get all the voters out on the first 
day. 
The results yesterday, however, failed to 
keep up with the growth of the eity and 
would indicate a lack of that interest In the 
election which has characterized other con- 
tests when the chief magistracy of the nation 
was at stake. It has always been the rule 
in this city that each succeeding presidential 
election shows a heavy increase, due to the 
increase in population. There ts nothing to 
indicate that this growth of population has 
stopped during the last four years, and yet 
the registration figures do not respond to it. 
They are practically what they were in 
1900, 

The only explanation is that a large num- 
ber of citizens entitled to vote did not take 
the trouble to go to the polling places. 

Shows Gains for Republicans. 

As the registration stands it i= distinctly In 
favor of the republicans. That fact stands 
out all over the table of figures. The gains 
are all in republican wards and the compen- 
fatory losses which cut the totals down to 
practically the old figures are all in the demo- 
cratic ones. There is no variation from this 
rule. 

The reason for this is largely the fact the 
republicans have a well equipped organiza - 
tion which is capable of doing effective work 
when called on. It worked hard yesterday 
and brought results. 

Every man known not to have registered 
on Oct. 8 was sent for and got to the polis if 
possible. 


The democrats have a paper organization, 


but its principal work for years has been at 
primary fights, where one faction of the 
party was arrayed against another. For reai 
work it proved useless. It fell down utterly 
yesterday and the figures prove it. 

The two banner wards were the Seventh 
and Twenty-fifth, the first in Hyde Park and 
the other in Lake View, and both republican 
strongholds. The Seventh shows the largest 
total for the two days’ work, the Twenty- 
fifth the greatest gain over the figures of 
1900. The Seventh ended with 17,625 names 
on the registry lists, 2,910 more than four 
years ago, and the Twenty-fifth comes along 
with 17,112 names, a gain of 3,046. Until 
now the Sixth ward always had boasted the 
largest registration, but it comes third this 
time with 16,764, but a littie more than in 
1900. 

But for comparative gains the Thirty- 
fourth is entitled to do some talking. It ran 
its registration up to 8,160, an increase over 
1900 of 2,208, and when it. is remembered 
that this is a small ward the gain is @ notable 
one. It, too, is republican territory, and, 
being Congressman Lorimer’s home, the in- 
ference is that he and his friends have been 
attending strictly to business during the two 
days of registration. The adjoining Thirty- 
fifth also showed a gain of 1,892, which brings 
it well up among the leaders and passes many 


much larger wards. It is also strongly fre-° 


publican. 


Gains in Madden Territory. 


As the Lorimer district was looked after 


carefully so also was the Madden one. The 
only wards in the district which show a gain 
over four years ago are the republican Second 
and Third. The democratic First, Fourth, 
and Fifth all wind up with considerable

BARRETT SCORED IN REPORT. 


Yearly Review Criticises Sheriff and 
Praises Schuettler. 


One notable achievement—the suppression 
of policy in Chicago—is recorded in the thir- 
tieth annual report made yesterday to the 
Citizens’ association. Progress also is said to 
have been made in the efforts to improve the 
officiency of the police department and to se- 
cure the punishment of bookmakers. The 
partial failure of the bookmakers’ campaign 
is laid to Sheriff Barrett. 

The report was submitted by Presiden 
Louis A. Seeberger and Secretary Shelby M. 
Singleton at the annual meeting of thé as- 
sociation. Officers will be elected at the next 
session of the executive committee. 


Not One Company Operating. . 

Today, for the first time in forty years,” 
the report declares, '‘ theré is not a policy 
company operating Within the. city limits. 
When the association began its efforts in 
May, 1908, there were 1,200 to 1,500 policy 
writers operating in every quarter of the 
city.”’ 

The indictment and conviction of James H. 
MeDermott, John W. Dorgan, and ‘ Al” 


Brown, managers of the Indiana and Wis- 


consin Policy company are commented on. 

‘“‘ Although these men were found guilty by 
a jury on April 8,’’ says the report, “‘ Judge 
Clifford, before whom they were tried, has 
not yet seen fit to pags sentence upon them or 
to pass upon their motion for a new triai."’ 

‘Patsy’ King’s progress through the 
courts is told. “ Subtle and powerful infiu- 
ences’ that prevented his conviction are 
spoken of, and then this: 

“The fact that King has not yet been 
placed on trial a third time is due solely to 
the failure of Sheriff Barrett to arrest him on 
the capias placed in the sheriff's hands early 
in August. Not one of the other policy mag- 
nates indicted on June 3 has yet been arrest- 
ed, although the attention of Sheriff Barrett 
has been called repeatedly to the matter. 
Most of them have been in the city ever since 
they were indicted.” 


Give CredittoSchuettler. 
Great credit is give Assistant Chief of Police 
Schuettler for his part in the policy fight. 
Without his assistance, it is declared, little 
could have been accomplished.

DIVORCE CANON, 
Definite Action on Subject, 


However. Not Likely at 
Present Conference. 


AGITATION TO CONTINUE. 


Several Promotions Are Recom- 
mended Which Are Practi- 
cally Sure of Approval. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
‘Boston, Mass., Oct. 18—[Special.]—The 
divorce question was brought up again in 
several ways in the Episcopal general con- 
ference today. The bishops @ by a 
large majority a complete canon on mar- 
riage and divorce. It is unlike the canon 
lately defeated by the house of 
and brings again into this convention the 
subject of divorce legislation. 

The bishops in thelr pronouncement 
cluded the following clause: 

“The judgment of the bishop shall al- 
ways bée taken before a divorced person 
who has a former husband or wife still liv- 
ing and who ts married to another may be 
confirmed or permitted to receive the holy 
communion; provided that the sacraments 
shall In no case be refused to any penitent 
person in imminent danger of Geath, nor to 
the innocent party in a divorce granted for 
unfaithfulness.” 


Amendment to Canon Offered. 

An amendment to the divorce canon, offered 
by the Rev. Dr. B. A. White of Bioomfield,, N. 
J., went to the committee on canons. Dr. 
White's amendment forbade the remarriage 
of diverced persons and added words to the 
effect that the canon should not be considered 
as the expression of an opinion by the church 
as to the interpretation of the ninth verse of 
the nineteenth chapter of St. Matthew, nor as 
pronouncing upon the validity of the remar- 
riage of the innocent party. 

George Foster Peabody of Brooklyn offered 
a resolution: calling for the appointment of 
twelve members of both houses to consider 
the entire question and report to the next 
general convention. The committee is to con- 
fer with other religious bodies as to some 
uniform standard ef legislation bearing on 
marriage and divorce. It was referred to the 
committee on canons. 

It is said to be unlikely that anything will 
be accomplished, but it insures agitation of 


it again In the convention of 1907. 


New Districts Are Discussed. 


The deputies debated for four hours the 
canon of courts of review. Chancellor Wol- 
worth of Nebraska, Francis Lynde Stetson 
of New York, and others took part. Mr. Stet- 
son favored making departments correspond 
to the judicial districts of the United States 

preme court, but the departments were not 
ecided upon at the hour of adjournment. 

The committee reported in favor of prov- 
inces,-and the matter was sent to the calen- 
dar. If time permits before adjournment 
this province project will bring on a warm 
debate. It invetves the election of one bish- 
op in each province as primate, and it Its 
thought this disturbance of equality of bish- 
ops will result in the introduction of the title 
of archbishop, hence the stiff objection. 

Chicago is proposed to be put into a prov- 
ince to contain all dioceses in the states of 
Ohio, Illinois, Michigan, Wisconsin, Iowa, 
Missouri, Kansas, Oklahoma, and the Indian 
Territory. It.is proposed to have depart- 
ments for courts of review correspond with 
these provinces. 

In the former discussion in the house of 
deputies Missouri expressed a preference for 
inclusion with the province made up of most 
of the southern states. The senior bishop in 
the province that is proposed to include Chi- 
cago is Bishop Tuttle of Missouri, who would 
become primate and might become arch- 
bishop. If Missouri were put into a,southern 
province, and no others added, Bishop Mc- 
Laren of Chicago would be primate. 


- New Bishops Nominated. 

The house of bishops nominated the Rev. 
Franklin Spalding. Erie, Pa., to be bishop of 
Salt Lake City; the Rev. A. W. Knight, dean 
of St. Luke’s cathedral, Atlanta, bishop of 
Cuba; and the Rev. Logan H. Roots, one of 
the missionaries to China, to be bishop of 
hankow, China. 

‘The nominations are subject to approval by 


' the house of deputies, but all of them will be 


confirmed. Dr. Spalding is a son of the late 
Bishop Spalding of Colorado. 

Next Sunday when the new bishop coadju- 
tor of Springficid is being consecrated at the 
Church of St. John the Evangelist here it fs 
stated that Bishop Seymour and Bishop Co- 
adjutor Osborn, will wear copes and miters 
and that there will be considerable ritual.

There is a general 
feeling here that Debs will increase his vote 
and that both the prohibitionists and. the 
populists will gain in about the same pro- 
portion. Had & not been for Bryan’s visit. 
all of the minor parties would have shown

“It is true that most of the gold democrats 
in Indiana have gone back into the party 
ranks. In point of fact, a great many of 


.them went back four yearsago. There were 


a good many, however, who have become 
republicans permanently."’ 

“The campaign of education inaugurated 
by Mark Hanna brought a great many of 
these men back intotherepublican ranks. A 
good many republican farmers, however, 
voted for Bryan in 1896. Of these a great 
many did not vote at all in 1900, while 
a few voted for McKinley. This year they 
will all vote for Roosevelt, and this silver

Legislature on Republican List. 

So far as the legislature is concerned, it 
is certain that the tall goes with the hide.

coming to them, overplayed their hand.

The appor- 
tionment was not managed in the legisla- 
ture as a strict party affair, but local jeal- 
ousies and ambitions cauged the districts 
to be carved out in an extraordinary fash- 
fon, which might have cost the republicans 
the legislature. 
Where Split Off Will Be. 

If there is to be any splitting off in Indiana 
at all it will come probably on the state 
ticket. Kern has the solid support of the 
silver democrats, and the sound money men 
will vote for him as a matter of course, be- 
cause this is their year to be scrupulously 
regular. On the other hand, President Roose- 
velt is extraordinarily popular among the 
farmers, the workingmen, and that class of 
people who are influenced by the anti-trust 
agitation. 
Securities case and his settlement of the coal 
strike made him thousands of votes in In- 
diana. If he could run on a separate ticket 
he would have at least 25,000 to the good 
ahead of the republican candidate for gov- 
ernor, and this would be entirely due to 
Roosevelt's popularity and not toany feeling 
against Hanly, who is a good enough can- 
didate. 

I have seen an estimate as to the result in 
Indiana, based upon one of the early polls, 
but adjusted to Bryan's influence. How re- 
liable it may be I cannot say, but it is not 
far away from the probable results. It gives 
the votes as follows:

ALL BYES SEEK JUPITER 


BIG PLANET SOLE ATTRACTION 
FOR ASTRONOMERS. 


Is “in Opposition,” Affording Best Op- 
‘portunity in Twelwe Years for Stedy- 


ing It—Prof. Hough of Northwestern 


Searches for a Sixth Moon, but Falis 
to Find One—Class of Women Stu- 
dents Comments on eaeneragnee of 


Star. 


Ev ery great telestope in the world wes 
leveled at the planet Jupiter last night, be- 


cause the belted gidnt of the solar system was. 


“in opposition.’’ 

This does not mean that the brilliant star 
which now rises from Lake Michigan at sun- 
set had. suddenly decided to come out against 
Chicago’s charter amendment; but merely 
that on the night of Oct. 18 {t was in the op- 
posite quarter of the heavens from the sun, 

with the earth in a straight line between the 


two. This position with the planet’s unusual - 


nearness to the earth gave astronomers the 
best chance to Piperize Jupiter that they 
have had for tWelve years. 

With the ald of a class of fifty ‘‘ coeds” 
Prof. G. W. Hough (known as “ Jupiter” 
Hough from his knowledge of the planet's 
Ways), spent an enthralling night at 
the eyepiece. of the 18% inch telescope 
of Northwestern. university at Evanston. 
There was the delightful possibility of dis- 
covering a sixth moon, but no new satelllie 
was brought to light. The astronomical 
world will hold its breath, however, until a!! 
the great observatories have been heard 
from, 

Comments of Girl Students. 

The coeds, after;a struggle for “ first peep,” 
gave the«professor the advantage of their 
observations in a fo! lowing scientific com- 
ments: 
“T’d hate to bodied there.”’ 


* Looks like an automobile lamp.” - 


When he had stood all he could of this Prof. 
Hough cleared the room for work. Toa few 
interested observers he first pointed out 
Jupiter hanging in the eastern heavens, and 
appearing to the naked eye like an unusually 
large star of reddish tinge. Next through 
ti.e small power telescope he showed the 
planet about the size of a dime with two 
of its moons on either side of it in a straight 
line. It suggested the searchlight of a mighty 
battleship flanked by the glimmering lamps 
of a torpedo squadron. - 

Belts and Red Spots. 

Through the 18% inch refractor the belts 
and puzzling “‘ red spots "’ of the planet were 
distinctly -visible. The red spots -first ap- 
peared in 1878 and according to Prof Hough, 
who has made almost nightly observations 
since that year, Jupiter ‘“‘ hasn’t had a well 
day since.’ It is supposed that the spots are 
a semi-nebulous substance caused by the dif- 
ferences in temperature on the planet’s sur- 
face. Last night they were of a faint pink 
hué hardly distinguishable from ‘the belts. 
A black k appeared about 9:30, but this is 

not. unu¢tial and is attributed to the atmos- 
phera White globules,;’*which are Jupiter’ 8 
were not visible... 

Prof. Hough his students that Jupiter, 
which has a diameter eleven times as great 
as the earth, Was not asfar developed as this 
planet.” It has a density half as great -as 
water..° No life of any ate is supposed to 
exist upon it.

Nine Years of Litigation.

usurped .functions withheld from it by the 
constitution.

LOGIC IN POLITICS. 
» Judge Parker thinks that politics is a 
science. It isn’t. It is an art. 

Because. Judge Parker thinks that poli- 
ties is a science he tries to develop its prin- 
ciples by logic. He says: “ In New York the 
government derives its powers from the con- 
sent of the governed. Therefore to govern 
Lazon without its consent is wrong.” 

The unit in Judge Parker’s science of po!- 
ities Is man, ayy man. He admits no dif- 
ferences in capacity or in development. If 
an experiment has had a certain result with 
a New Yorker it will have the same result 


. with a Filipino. If a New Yorker can gov- 


erp himself, a Filipino can, too. 
No easier game than this science of poli- 


.. ties Was ever devised. A child could play it. 


‘You take @ principle which is obvious in 
your own enyironment and you sit down in 
your library and apply it to every other 
‘ehvironment in the world. No investiga- 
tion of other environments is required. No 
study of that most subtle and elusive ele- 
ment in the world, human nature, is needed. 
No researches into the stages of social de- 
velopment in the various regions of the world 
aye necessary. A government must have the 
ronsent of the goverped. Therefore the 
‘United States must retire from. the Philip- 
‘pines. 
_ Therefore, also, the United States mast 
Ttetire from Porto Rico. If not, why not? 
Porte. Rico and the Philippines were at- 
tached tothe United States at the same time, 
in thé. same manner, and as a result of the 
‘same war. They are governed in practical- 
ly the same way. 


Judge Parker explain why, if it isa 


Rin to retain the Philippines, it is not the 
sin to keep Porto Rico? Or why, if he 
favors giving up the Philippines on ethical 
rounds, be does not likewise favor giving up 


* Parto Rico on ethical grounds? Perhaps he 


does believe in giving up Porto Rico. If so, 


_ the people would be glad to know it. 


But what is this principle that govern- 
ments must derive their powers from the 
consent of the governed, and what is its 

validity? Wonldn’t an overthrow of it ip 
New York be wrong? Certainly. The in- 
habitants of New York, with the labors of 
their ancestors behind them, with a con- 
sciousness of liberty won by long struggles 
through autocracy and through aristocracy, 
are fitted for democratic self-rule. They 
have arrived at the power and therefore at 
the right to govern themselves, Their an- 
eestors under the medieval kings of Dng- 
~tand, of France, of Germans, and of Italy 
had not arrived at that power or at that 
right. Democracy, like every other form of 
government, is a stage, a development, a 
growth. It can be applied only when the 
conditions are ripe for it. It is the prayer 
of every enlightened man today that cop- 
ditions may be ripe for it everywhere as soon 
as possible. But to apply in disregard of 
eonditions is like giving a vote to a girl of 3 
just because she is a human being and 
human beings must be governed in theirown 


way. 


The English were the pioneers of modern 
liberty. Yet even they did not attain demo- 
eratic self-government till the nineteenth 
century. Por the English don’t try to be 
logical. They aim higher. They try to be 
sensible. The Lendoner lives in a city 
which has a socialistic government, in a s0- 
ciety which has ap artistocratic structure, 
in a parliamentary constituency which has 
a democratic suffrage, and in a nation which 


man is decidedly the best governed man in 
tiurope, 

- Logie has nothing to do with politics, And 
until Judge Parker is willing to give up logic 
and to take to sense, until he ceases to regard 
polities as a science with universal, im- 
mutable principles and begins to 

nize it as an art with continually shifting 
needs, he will remain where he is, trying to 
settle the trust question by the common law 
and trying to settle the Philippine question 
by Jefferson, in both eases assuming that 


a principle applicable to one situation can 


be applied to another, and ip both eases pre- 
ferring the straight, easy peth of the 
trinaire to the difieult, precipitous path of 


the statesman.

Recent shipments of Duluth No. 1 northern 
Wheat to Buffalo‘are said to be giving poor 
Satisfaction. Wheat of this grade should 
weigh at least 57 Ibs to the bushel to be up te 
the standard anda g00d deal of grain deliv- 
ered on sales of No: 1 northern has weighed 
as low as 55% Ibs. A deputation of Buffalo 
and other eastern millers has started for 
Minnesota te make a protest to the state 
grain Inspection department against the un- 
fair reduction made in the grading of Duluth 
wheat without the giving of notice. This ex- 
perience of the Duluth shippers and the east- 
ern buyers furnishes another illustration of 
the scarcity of good wheat this year and the 


northern Manitoba wheat is of as go00d 1- 
ty this year as the Duluth No. i ant cl 
and some grain handlers and millers claim 
that it is of equal value for milling purposes, 
the Manitoha wheat was offered for import 
into America yesterday at a cheaper price, 
duty paid, than Duluth shippers were asking 
for their No. 1 northern.
